Of a Very Serious Nature Being 


Fomented in Spain, 


Particularly in Valencia, by Agents 


of the Cuban Insurgents.

, Aug. 7.—Trouble of a seri- 


oiis nature is being fomented in Spain, 
particularly in the province of Valen- 
cia, by agentsof the Cuban insurgents. 
The minister of the interior, Stsnor 
Cos-Gayon, replying1 to a question in 
the chamber of deputies, admitted that 
n number of riots had occurred in 
Valencia, and when askc.d to explain 
the 
cause 
of 
the 
disturbances, 


said they were caused by friends of the 
Cuban insurgents, who hoped thereby 
to prevent the departure of further re- 
inforcements of troops for Cuba. Hith- 
erto the popular demonstrations have 
been attributed entirely to protests 
against the imposition of new taxes, a 
step made necessary by the financial 
strain the government has been sub 
jected to through carrying on the cam- 
paign against the insurgents of Cuba. 
But, while the governmnet is only wil- 
ling to admit that the riots have been 
instigated by the agents of the Cuban 
revolutionists, it is generally admitted 
that the roots of the trouble are much 
deeper, and that it is being nourished 
by the natural feeling of alarm and 
dismay at the apparent utter inability 
of the government to cope with the 
situation in Cuba. That the large 
Spanish army in Cuba must be still 
further and heavily reinforced is look- 
ed upon here as being a. confession of 
weakness upon the part of the adminis- 
tration and as an admission of the 
growing strength of the Cubans. 


In addition, many letters have been 


received in different parts of Spain by 
the relatives of Spanish soldiers serv- 
ing with the army in Cuba, and they 
tell such terrible tales of sickness, pri- 
vation, incompetency and mismanage- 
ment, to say nothing of lack of pay, 
that a dangerous feeling against the 
government has arisen and is gaining 
strength day by clay. Under the cir- 
cumstances,the agents of the Cubans 
do not have much difficulty in carrying 
out their plan of causing popular out- 
breaks. They steadily fan the ilames 
of discontent by pointing to the ap- 
parently unnecessary hardships which 
the Spanish troops in Cuba are com- 
pelled to endure. 


The Spanish officials, as usual, are 


blaming the United States for the trou- 
bles in this country, basing the asser- 
tions made on the fact that among the 
leaders of the recent riots was Dr. Ber- 
nado Toledo, said to be an American 
citizen, whose brother is in command 
of a force of Cuban insurgents. It is 
clcii:i ed that money, arms and ammu- 
nition were served out to the rioters 
from the house which he occupied, and 
a search of the building is said to have 
resulted in the discovery of a number 
of letters from the United States, Cuba 
and Argentine Republic, showing that 
the outbreaks here have been planned 
by the leaders of the Cuban'insurgents 
and that the movement is widespread 
and capable of assuming most serious 
proportions.

' Lawyers in Kcw York city apprehend 
that the decision just rendered by the 
Kansas court of appeals, which declared 
ineffective the Jaw under which divorces 
had been g-raulod in that state for the 
past 25 ycurs wiil cause au almost cud- 
>ess amount of confusion in marital re- 
lations, in the relations of children la 
parents, aud in the custody aud dispo- 
sition of property rights. If such a 
decision should be given in reference 
to'the 
decrees of divorce which have 


^xsen granted in Olclalioma and the Da- 
kotas in the past few years, it would 
•.cause a 
veritable social revolution 


among-many well-known families of the 
east. 
Fortunately Kansas has never 


been a favorite state for.outsiders to go 
to get divorces, as have Oklahoma and 
South' Dakota.

York city it was said they had never 
Itnown of a New York divorce case hav- 
ing been taken to Kansas. That other 
persons than actual residents of Kansas 
at the present time will he uifected, 
there can be no doubt.

Every lawyer who was asked about

"It will affect the present.marital rela- 
tions of the parties to the divorce suits, 
making the new marriages illegal per- 
haps, depriving their children of IcgMt- 
imocy and disturbing the, property in- 
terests -erf many families. If the deci- 
sion is based upon the imperfection of 
«>me matter of procedure then pe.rha.p 
the troubles caused by it may be rem- 
edied, but if it is based upon the uncon- 
utitutionality of the law itself then I 
do not see how it can be remedied. 


"In that case the whole of the de- 


crees which have been issued under the 
law will stand as if they had never been 
Issued. Therefore, the people who were 
married before the decrees were issue t 
will be married now, new marriages 
will be void and it will IMJ unlawful for 
the couples to continue to live together 
snd children born of these new mar- 
riages will be illegitimate.

Nathan Wallace, the convict alluded 
to, is now serving out a sentence in the 
penitentiary from this county for grand 
larceny. The special follows: 


"Isaac Smith, the celebrated Pike 


county prisoner at the penitentiary, is 
making another fight for liberty. 
He 


was nine times sentenced to hang for 
, the murder of Stephen Skidmore, and 
on one sentence received a respite just 
twenty minutes before the hour at 
which he was to meet death. Some 
very startling evidence has just been 
seemed by Smith, tending to prove h:"s 
absolute innocence. 


"He received today an affidavit from 


Mrs. Mary Wallace, a respectable wo- 
man residing in Pike county, stating 
that her step-sou, Nathan Wallace, now 
serving time in the penitentiary here 
for another crime, is really guilty of 
the murder of ; Skidmore, the deed hav- 
ing been committed some time prior to 
the date at which Walls 03 was sent up. 


The affidavit says that Mrs. Wallace 


has long been cognizant of the fact 
that her step-son killed Skidmore, but 
that his father induce:! her to keep the 
secret as long as he lived. 


"The father is now dead, and she 


feels at liberty to tell what she knows. 
The affidavit gives none of the particu- 
lars of how Wallace is alleged to have 
killed Skidmore, but makes the em- 
phatic statement that Smith is abso- 
lutely innocent. 
Smith will present 


this affidavit to the state board of par- 
dons at the nest meeting of that body. 
It is claimed by Smith that the 
affi- 


davit was made by Mrs. Wallace with- 
out the solicitation of himself or hia 
frier.ds, and that they had no know- 
ledge of what she knew. 


"Unless the affidavit proves to be' 


without foundation, Smith is assured 
of a pardon. 
Wallace, the convict, de- 


nies all knowledge of the killing of 
Skidmore. 


"The pardon of Smith would bo tlie/ 


crowning feature of one of the mosi^ 
Thrilling careers in the annals of crime. 
When it is considered that Smith's^ 
grave was dug beside the tomb of his 
dead child, to receive his remains from 
the gallows, the prospect that now con- 
fronts him in his untiring fight for his 
life and liberty stands out in all its 
extraordinary importance. 
Smith was 


convicted solely on circumstantial evi- 
dence. 


"In all the trials thoi r^h which ho 


passed, and he received a number of 
now ones, the prosecution was never 
able to prove conclusively that ho was 
at the fatal spot when Skidmoro was 
murdered. 
Ho and Skidmore were 


seen to enter a deep forest together. 
Skidmoro had monoy and Smith had 
none. Skidmoro was never again seen 
alive. His corpse was found in the 
wood with a bullet hole in the head. 
Smith left the country and was cap- 
tured in the far Wset. 
The circum- 


stances were very strong against him, 
but even then they were only circum- 
stances."
